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Notice  anything  different  about  the  last  new  "broom  you  boi^ght?    Did  it  seem  to 


have  specially  fine  f iters?  There's  a  possibility  your  new  broom  was  made  from  anew 
variety  of  "broomcorn. .  .recently  developed  "by  plant  scientists  of  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

"Fulltip" . . .as  the  well-established  new  variety's  called ..  .grows  only  sis  feet 
high  (that's  dwarf size  in  terms  of  broomcorn) ...  it ' s  economical  to  harvest. . .and 
has  an  unusually  large  number  of  fine  fibers  in  the  brush  to  make  for  easy... clean 
sweeping. 

Speaking  of  brooms... did  you  know  there's  been  a  boom  in  brooms  during  the  war. 
You  can  see  why  a  lot  of  families  might  have  to  buy  more  new  brooms  than  usual... 
when  you  think  of  all  the  moving  that's  been  done  during  the  war  years.    Then  too... 
in  some  homes. . .women  have  gone  back  to  the  broom  when  the  vacuum  cleaner  or  carpet 
sweeper  couldn't  he  repaired. . .or  replaced. 

But  industrial  uses  explain  why  there's  a  boom  in  brooms... and  why  the  broom- 
corn acreage  in  the  United  States  still  keeps  up  to  around  300,000  acres  a  year. 

And  that  familiar  f igure. .. "woman  with  a  broom"... has  been  replaced  by  a 
masculine  counterpart. 

Men  wield  the  brooms  that  sweep  the  floors  in  steel  roller  mills... for  example. 
This  sweeping  goes  on  continually  to  avoid  flaws  in  finished  sheets  or  bars  that 
might  be  caused  by  particles  picked  up  from  the  floor  and  rolled  into  the  service. 
Men  also  do  the  sweeping  that  goes  on  in  cotton  mills  where  they  wear  out  quantities 
of  brooms  daily.    And... of  course... men  do  the  sweeping  in  railroad  yards  when  snow 
must  be  swept  from  the  switch  frogs.
